Spanish Leaders Con- 
fident; Alfonso 
In Paris

MADRID—A new agreement 
with the Vatican, preserving many 
of the rights and privileges en- 
joyed by the Roman Catholic 
church in Spain for centuries but 
permitting the existence of all 
other churches also will be sought 
shortly, provisional President Nie- 
ceto Alcata Zamora revealed to- 
day. 

Protection by the state, one of 
the most cherished possessions 
of the Catholic church under mon- 
archical rule, would be continued 
in the new agreement, Zamora 
declared.

The death of Judge Martin J. 
Wade caused a vacancy to occur on 
the federal bench because of the 
creation of two federal judgeships 
in southern Iowa by the last Unit- 
ed States congress. Because of the 
ill health of Judge Wade, Judge 
Charles Dewey of Des Moines: was 
appointed to the bench in January, 
1928, and it was expected that upon 
the expiration of the. life term of 
Judge Wade, Judge Dewey would 
remain as the only presiding jurist 
of this district. 

In addition to his activity in the 
courtroom, Judge Wade is widely 
known as an author of legal books 
and articles, lecturer, teacher and 
|sponsor of citizenship in the pub- 
tlic schools. 
| He was married to Mary Ger- 
trude McGovern of Iowa City in 
1888. The widow and two chil- 
dren, Eleanor M. and Julia R. 
Wade survive him. 

Judge Wade was appointed lec- 
turer and teacher in the state uni- 
versity law school in 1891 and re- 
mained in that capacity for three 
years when he became district 
judge in Johnson county, of the 
eighth judicial district, where he 
served until 1902. The next year 
he was sent to congress as repre- 
sentative from the Second Iowa 
district. He served one term. 

Until 1915, when he was appoint- 
ed judge of the United Statec dis- 
trict court for the southern district 
of Iowa, Judge Wade devoted him- 
self to his private practice.

of Charges 


DES MOINES—(INS)—Presi- 
dent Walter A. Jessup of Iowa uni- 
versity is completely exonerated of 
all charges made against him by 
the report of the minority members 
of the legislative committee which 
investigated the university affairs 
and the board of education. 

“We find that none of the 
charges made against the presi- 
dent of the university have been 
sustained by the evidence,” the mi- 
nority report states. 

Signed by Senators L. H. Doran 
of Boone and W. S. Baird of Coun- 
cil Bluffs, the short, concise mi- 
nority report makes seventeen cita- 
tions of facts and seven suggestions 
and recommendations. 

Private Use of Tools Opposed 

It is suggested that the policy of 
the board of education in entering 
upon a construction and building 
program with the superintendents 
of buildings and grounds or any 
other employes thereof in charge 
of construction and. building 
should be ‘discontinued. 

During the present economic de- 
pression, the minority report states, 
the policy of purchasing additional 
rea! estate in the expansion pro- 
gram of the institution should be 
discontinued. It also sets forth 
the belief that legislative permis- 
sion should be necessary for the 


Use 
or tools at the University of Iowa 
for private purposes should be pro- 
hibited, the minority report sug- 
gests. 

“Purpose Is to Teach” 

Purchasing power and facilities 
of the institutions should be used 
exclusively for the benefit of the 
institutions under the control of 
the board of education according 
to the report. 

In the concluding paragraph -f 
the minority report Senators Doran 
and Baird declare the primary ob- 
jects of the institutions under the 
control of the board of education 
is “the teaching and instruction of 
students and not the construction 
of buildings or improvements.”

Disqualified Students Sacrificed 

The comthittee finds that the 
fourteen students and athletes at 
the University of Iowa who were 
disqualified from participation ih 
intercollegiate athletics were “in a 
sense, sacrificed that the univer- 
sity might be reinstated on the 
Schedules of other conference ih- 
stitutions.” 

Students who borrowed from the 
athletic fund and were later de- 
clared ineligible were not knowing- 
ly guilty of the infraction of con- 
ference rules governing amateur 
athletics,according to the majority 
findings. 

“It is the hope of this commit- 
tee that the University of Iowa and 
the Western Intercollegiate Con- 
ference will see fit to clear the 
names of these boys from the pub- 
lic’s belief and the inference that 
they were wittingly the recipients 
of an illegitimate subsidy set up 
and administered by officials of the 
University of Iowa,’ the report 
States. 

Eight additional findings and 
recommendations wind up the ma- 
jority report.

HELD ACCIDENT 


Inquest in Demise of 
A. Nyenhuis Held 
In Riverside 


That the death of Alfred Nyéti- 
huis, who died early Thiifsday 
morning, was atcidental, was the 
verdict returned by & Washington 
county coroher’s jury which héid 
an inquest in the Jonés funeral 
home in Riverside Thursday after- 
noon. The inquest. was conducted 
by Louis Jones, coroner; and the 
jurors wWefe W. L. Gtaves, F. W. 
Bandy and Ralph W. Thompson. 

The jury was brought to Mus- 
catine Thursday afternoon and 
Sworn in over the body. It then 
went to the seene of the accidetit, 
thtee miles northeast of Rivéfside 
and the inquest was conducted at 
7:80 p. m. 

The verdict returned by thé jury 
is as follows: “Albert Nyenhuis 
came to his death at the University 
hospital in Iowa City, Ia., at 7:50 
p. m. Wednesday, April 15 as the 
result of injuries receive by béing 
¢rushed between the-cab arid ¢cater- 
pillar tread of a power shovel used 
in road work on primary road No. 
161, three miles northeast of River- 
side, while in the employ of H. A. 
Gettert, contractor, of Muistatine: 
The injuries were received bétween 
2:45 p. m. and 3 p. m. on April 15, 
To the best of our knowledge and 
belief, from the testimony offered, 
the death was actiderital.” 


Water and Electric 
Report Shows Coasts 


Experiseés of both the city water 
works and electric plant exceeded 
receipts for the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1931, according to an- 
nual reports filed with the city 
council Thursday night. : 

During the year the water works 
receipts weré $70,205.79 arid ex- 
penditures were $74,776.55. The 
$40,184.04 balance existing at the 
end of the preceding fiscal year is 
thus reduced to $35,611.28. 

Receipts of the electric plant 
were $306,236.15, while expendi- 
tutes were $349,651.56 for the yéar 
just eftded. Figures for the precéd- 
ing fiscal year, included with the 
report, show receipts of $329,429.30 
and expenditures of $262,592.54. 
The balance of the electric plant is 
now about $10,000. 


Excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts of both plants is ascribed to 
purchase of hew édiipritnt, im- 
provements, and extensions of 
service.

In this con- 
dition it ig hard to restore normal 
function again. 

For best results a review of all 
natural methads should be taken 
and a selection should be made and 
carefully followed. From the view 
point of the new school of healing 
these diseases" present no more 
trouble than other conditions. 

We know that congestion is a 
basic cause of all physical ills. We 
know that when the body is cold 
the circulation is slowed down. Hot 
molasses will flow more freely than 
cold misses will, Thick heavy 
) eng will not flow as readily as 
ear normal blood will. 

The body must not be chilled so 
that an immediate warm reaction 
cannot be secured. To long in 
bathing, cold showers for people 
with low vitality, wetting the feet, 
getting wet and chilled out in a 
storm. all of these exposures to a 
person of low vitality means trou- 
ble, Physical culture is all right 
but the exercises must be such that 
one is not exhausted; and in some 
cases warm water is better than 
cold water, Underlying the condi- 
tion of low vitality is malnutritian.

M-ray. surgery and’ suppressive 
treatments are dangerous, both lo- 
cally and constitutionally, 

Due to the nervous state of the 
individual mental rest must’ be se- 
cured as well as physical rest and 
conservation of vital forces. 

We must secure the fullest co- 
operation from the patient in re- 
gard to getting plenty of rest and 
also in/regard to eating the types 
cf foog which will dissolve and 
eliminate the toxins which create 
the basis of the trouble, 

Foods such as grape fruit, lemons, 
oranges, tomatoes, various kinds 
of berries, these will act as solvents, 
dissolving and breaking down the 
thick waste material in the system 
and dissolving and breaking loose 
the sticky tenacious catarrhal 
mucus which will be found adhering 
to the mucous membranes lining 
the body. 

Stone fruits such as peaches, 
plums, apricots, and leafly foods 
such as spinach, swiss chard, must- 
ard greens, beet tops and dandelions 
will act as eliminative foods; so 
will rhubard sauce and _ cooked 
prunes.

I can- 
rot make myself believe that they 
ere hoodlums or habitual law 
brerkers as some seem to brand 
them. Perhaps we have not | been 
able to secure the truth regarding 
the real cause of the trouble. May- 
be so far we have heard only: one 


ide of the situation through some 


prejudiced or biased newspapers. 
‘These farmers have not a medium 
like a newspaper to fight for their 
rights or tell the world of any un- 
just treatment which they have re- 
ceived. I know i would not apprec- 
iate the legalized trespassing of 
these state afents on my property. 
You may say the agents secure per- 
mits before going on the premises. 
This is true in @ sense and in most 
eases they are given permission, 
thouch not always willingly but for 
fear of prosecution. It seems to me 
that a more appropriate time to 
test animals is at the time of sell- 
ing, just the same as eggs are 
candled by the merchant. If 
much of the farmers’ product is 
rejected on account of not passing 





the test it would naturally stand 
the farmer in hand to better. his 
product. 

Some of these newspapers who 
pretend to act as guardian angels 
over the. publie welfare are noi al- 
together consistent,, These . same. 
newspapers which spend so much 
time in “bringing about legislation 
to force the farmers to sell milk 
free of tubercular germs will run 
a one-fourth to onerh age of 
cigarette advertisements, the sole 
purpose of which is to encourage 
greater use of the weed and it af- 
fects the immature youth most of 
all. It makes very little difference 
to the newspapers whether the to- 
haceo ig used moderately or inces- 
santly, what sex or what age. 
There is a question in my mind 
which causes the most tuberculosis, 
cigarettes or affected milk. Since 
most milk is pasteurized I believe 
the weed has the advantage over 
the milk. 

A newspaper will attack the 
eighteenth dmendment and it ‘is 
a headliner when\.a prohibition 
agent kills a rum ruhner but when 
a bootlegger kills an agent it is 
hardly mentionable. But if a 
group of farmers resent the actiyi- 
ties of state agents they are im- 
mediately called hoodlums; One 
resentment is physical; the other 
mental. There isn’t s0 much dif- 
ference. ® $ 

I hope this troublesome situation 
which is affecting the farmers can 
be settled amicably. Calling out 
the militia would be foolish when 
there are other means which may 
be used whith would accomplish 
the same purpose. By all means 
avoid bloodshed. It is unnecessary. 
As a rule farmers are as law abid- 
ing and peaceful as any other class 
of people.

A great many well known writ- 
ers havé come out of troit.

Mr. Tomlinson 
was born in Lapeer, Michigan, and 
at the age of seventeen was expelled 
from high school for fighting. As 
a penance his father sent him to 
a Wyoming ranch he owned, which 
was just where the boy most desired 
to go. Mr. Tomlinson, Sr., wrote 
to the foreman to make things as 
tough as possible. The foreman 
sicked the ranch bully on him, 
Young Tomlinson licked the bully, 
and then things were not so tough 
until, after the Meeker massacre, 
he got himself captured by Indians. 
They had him tied nicely to a post 
when some cowboys rescued him; 
but he always bore the scars of that 
experience. In the meantime, Tom- 
linson’s father had lost his money 
and the youth of, nineteen went to 
Detroit and got himself a job on a 
newspaper. One day the small 
editor got into a row with the large 
business manager and ordered his 
new reporter to “throw this man 
out.” Tomlinson obeyed orders, 
which so delighted the editor that 
the newcomer’s salary was raised 
from $6 to $11 a week. 


Finally Mr. Tomlinson became 
sports editor. Sent to write a story 
about Buffalo Bill, he first proved 
he was a good newspaper man by 
turning in his copy, and then re- 
signed and joined the show. He 
went with it to Europe, as one of 
the fancy riders, but got homesick 
and came home on a cattle boat. 
Then he got a job on the New York 
Sun, leaving to become managing 
editor of the Detroit. Times. His 
next steps were to get married and 
save $2,500. With this sum he went 
to Duluth as a shipping agent and 
in the course of time became the 
largest individual fleet owner on 
Lake Superior. Then he moved to 
Cleveland, where e became a 
member of the Var Sweringen 
group and director in some eighty 
corporations.

South now showed the second 
suit of his semi-two-suitor by bid- 
ding three Hearts; after which 
West did not feel safe in going 
further with such terrific strength 
declared against them.

NEW YORK—(INS)—Babe Ruth, 
like Alexander, sighs for another 
world to conquer. This greatest 
of all modern ball players wants to 
play in one more world’s series be- 
fore he hangs up his shoes for all 
time and devotes the sunset years 
of his life to golf. 

The Babe has been in nine Oc- 
tober classics. If he can run the 
string to ten he will be willing to 
retire, secure in the knowledge that 
baseball has given to him more in 
glory and gold than it ever gave to 
any other ball player.

The electric »ower leaves the 
main plant over large cables that 
lead to the eleven substations in 
various parts 02 the town. There 
the power is whipped into the vol- 
ume necessary for transmission 
over the many smaller lines which 
serve homes, stores, offices and 
factories. 

Enough electricity is handled by 
the substations to bring death to 
a whole army of men, but the steel 
fingers of the automatic switches 
move day and night, constantly 
alert to the ever-changing needs. 

Even a steel hand acts as task- 
master over its robot associates, 
making a daily record of the ac- 
tivities of each. 

Work was started on the auto- 
matic project in 1922 and with its 
completion it is believed to be the 


first in any city in the United 
States, according to E. Bettis, 
vice president of the company. 

There are five direct current sub- 
stations in the down-town district 
and six alternating current stations 
in the residential districts. In the 
D. C. stations, where. the current 
demands are irregular. automatic 
machines : -gulate the flow to meet 
the demand. In the A. C. stations, 
which supply the homes, the mech- 
anism is chiefly engaged in reduc- 
ing the voltage for distribution. 

So sensitive are the automatic 
controls that ordinary. breakdowns 
do not halt the work. A hort cir- 
cuit or a broken wire gives the 
sicnal for certain controls and the 
trouble is correctei automatically. 
Major br:akdowns seldom cause a 
delay. for the robots change the 
switches and spare cables are put 
into use. \
